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LOOKING AHEAD 


‘The statement emanating from Hankow on 
the military situation in China breathes of 
‘optimism, amd if all that 1s sald is correct the| 
‘Chinese government may still be in a position 
to offer the sternest resistance to the advance 
Of the Japanese. It is clear that though the 
Chinese will continue to hold Hsuchowfu to 
the last possible moment, the Government does 
ot Intend that a final decisive battle shall be 
‘waged for that important railway junction, for 
it is stated that the main fighting strength of 
the Chinese army will not be concentrated there 
Contemplating the ultimate fall of Hsuchowfu 
it ty apparent that the Chinese command will 
‘make a further stand against the Japanese if and 
‘when they decide, to advance on Hankow, 80 
that the capture of Hsuchowfu by the Japanese 
will be merely a preliminary in the general 
struggle for the Lunghai Rollway. Nevertheless. 
it is quite possible that the Japanese advances: 
towards Chengehow and Kweiteh, together with 
the movement northwards along the Tsinpu 
Railway from Pengpu may have the effect of 
‘turning the Chinese position at Hsuchowfy, in 
which event it may be expected that the Chinese 
will withdraw from that city in order to avoid 
being cut off. All this, however, will only Jead 
up to a big struggle outside Hankow, and, in 
the event of their being worsted there, it is 
expected that the armies will withdraw into 
the mountains of the north-west and south-west 
wheneo it will be possible to maintain those 
uerilla tactics to which thé Nationalist Govern- 
ment are pinning their faith in the hope of 
wearing Japan's forces down and ultimately 
exhausting her. If the Chinese can successfully 
carry out such a proyramme the Japanese may 
eventually come to believe that they have taken 
hold of the bear by the tail and And it ex- 
eeedingly dimeult to let go,

HERR HITLER'S SPEECH 


Herr Hitler's long-awaited speech before the 
Reichstag on Sunday has to some extent been 
‘overshadowed by the British Cabinet crisis, but 
‘hat should not’ prevent reierence being made 
to it. It contains little if anything which could 
ot “have been reasonably expected though, 
erhaps, some surprise will be felt over Der 
Fuehrer’s decision to accord recognition to Man- 
ehoukuo. ‘This . recognition willbe sharply 
critleized by Chinese eireles ss amounting to a 
departure from the strict neutrality which 
Germany hos sought, with some dificully, %0 
maintain in connection with the present Sino- 
Japanese hostilities. From maintaining striet| 
neutrality, Merr Hitler has definitely aligned 
Germany ‘on the side of Japan. 1 is apparent 
that this tightening of the bund between 
Germany and Japan is inspired by the German 
Gelermination to carry on the holy war against 
Communism, but neither Germany, nor the other. 
partners in’ the Anti-Komintern’ Pact appear 
{0 realize that the ction of Japan is not saving 
China from Communism, but 1s rapidly driving. 
her into the arms of Moscow. It may be that 
those portions of. China which may eventually 
bbe occupied by Japan will be saved from such 
‘fate, but unless the Japanese can capture and 
dominate the whole of China, it must be 
‘upparent that there is a very rave danger of 
vast tracts of this country ultimately becoming 
Communistie.

bbe adhered to, and to some. extent 
that announcement may serve to allay anxieties 
a to what further developments may have bi 
contemplated with regard to Austro-German 
relations. With regard to Der Fuchrer’s deelara- 
ion that Germany had no cause for conflict 
with Great Britain except as regards German 
colonial wishes it is pleasing to learn that there 
is but this one difference between the two 
countries. Herr Hiller appears to think that it 
Js sulicient for Germany to make a claim for 
their return and that all Great Britain” has 
then to do is to return them. The matter is not 
0 simple as that, though, perhaps, that version 
fs suflcient for German domestic’ consumption, 
Herr Hitler must realize, fully acquainted with 
the situation as he, should be, that the desires 
of British Qominions have to be taken into 
consideration, and while there is strong body 
of opinion in Great Britain that, perhaps, after 
all it would not be a dear price to pay for fuller 
understanding with Germany, some Dominions, 
notably that of South Africa’ are by no means 
agreed that this surrender should teke place.

Jess even in Shanghai. It is a plly that Herr

prove unfortunate, ‘There 3s a large section of

MORE POCKET BATTLESHIPS 


1 the information of the “Sunday ‘Times" 
Naval Correspondent is curreet that Japan is 
building “pocket” cruisers ranging between 
15,000 ‘and 16,000 -tons, then another serious 
obstacle has been thrown in the path of the 
naval designer.

“The Japanese plan, If correct, pre- 
sentx. a more dificult problem for the size 
mentioned by the Naval Correspondent 1s. s0 
awkward in’ naval “construction ideas that 
nothing but a capital ship of 40,000 tons could 
‘be accepted ns an effective counterpart, Accord 
ing to the report, the new Japanese vessels will 
mount 12-inch guns and will have a speed of 
more thon 30 knots which will mean that they 
will outdistance warships of "a comparable 
calibre, and will seriously Interfere with present 
Ideas of convoys and will demand employment 
of capital ships mounting 18-inch guns to ensure 
the ‘defensive nature of convoy service, Of 
course, Japanese naval plans have always been 
shrouded in an obscurity: which on dissipation 
has not always proved to reveal any striking 
‘advance, but as Japan, not a signatory to the 
1036 Naval Agreement, has declined to answer 
the request of Great Britain, United States and 
France regarding her new building programme, 
—and a eloser collaboration. with Germany i 
in existence as revealed by Chancellor Hitler in 
His speech to the Reichstag on Sunday,—there is

‘There are other considerations, besides 
those already noticed, arising out of the 
recent condemnatory meeting at the Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden, when resolu 
tions denouncing Japan's aggression in China, 
proposing boycotts and generally _secking 
means to bring pressure to bear on Japan to 
persuade her to hold her hand, which require’ 
attention, notably the complete unwisdom of 
holding such, meetings. Tt has been shown 
that the action of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury in speaking ‘at a similar function some| 
months ago, despite representations asking} 
hhim not to, fed to the severance of the Japan 
ese episcopal church from the Church of} 
England, ‘That was the result of the resent-| 
ment feit by the Japanese over the Arch-| 
bishop's action, Beyond affording an oppor-| 
tunity for a few speakers to deliver themselves! 
of a large amount of high-sounding talk, and 
the passing of resolutions caleulated to irritate 
the Japanese, that meeting did no real good. 
It Is doubtful if this latest one will achieve! 
anything better, Condemnation of Japan 
hhas already been so freely expressed that its 
continuance does nothing but.increase Jap- 





‘China has succeeded in securing the sympathy 
‘of the world, with but very few, and then 
purely political exceptions, while Japan 
‘comes in for most of the condemnation. It 
must always be remembered that public 
opinion is not like a court of equity which| 
demands that the plaintiff shall come before 
it with clean hands, but is at first formed 
purely on’ the basis of sympathy, in this 
instance the sympathy for the under dog. 


‘With all the regret which must be felt for| 
China in her grievous trial it must always be 
Yemembered that her hands vis-d-vis. of 
Japan, and of many other countries for that} 

iter are not particularly clean, and the| 
strongly-worded resolutions of condemnation, 
encouraging as they may be to China are 
nothing but a source of exasperation to 
Japan. They are dangerous too. It has to 
be remembered as is so ably stated by a 
writer in the December “Round Table” that 
for international purposes Japan is unanimous} 
‘over what she is doing and 

“it Is a corollary of that proposition that any! 

hint’ of “outside. criticism, not to. speak of 

pressure or intervention, ‘tends to make the 

Japanese sink their differences and close their 

yanks. This is an important point to bear in| 

mind. wheo considering what steps may’ be| 
usefully taken by any country that wishes to| 

see the Sino-apanese dispute brought to 9 

speedy end, Sympathetic criticisms may in 

the Tong run have some effect, but. moral 
condemmation and. half-hearted’ threats of 
pressure or intervention are, not. merely| 
lseless, but positively harmful. ‘The Japanese, 

Wke ali of us, hate preaching; and sermons 

from Great Britain in particular, sound to| 

them Uke warnings from a reformed burglar, 

living in comfort on his swag.” 
‘That is written by a correspondent of the 
magazine in Japan, and may be taken as a 
very accurate picture of Japanese reaction to 
foreign criticism. There are plenty of people 
in Japan who watch present developments 
with dislike and dismay, but in the face of 
such resolutions as have been passed in 
London, the: national habit of conformity, 
which is such a striking characteristic of the 
Japanese race, comes into play, and a united 
face is presented to the world at large. Of 
cone thing it is possible to be certain; in this 
present muddle, the Japanese entertain no} 
serious doubts as to the fundamental justice| 
‘of their cause. ‘That other people do, concerns 
them not the slightest. ‘That such doubts are 
expressed, merely serves to exacerbate irrita- 
tion and confirm them in thelr determination 
to forge ahead regardless of moral conse 
quences, which they firmly believe do not 
exist for them. 

It is as well that these things should be 
remembered, nay, even imperative that it 
should be emphasized in quarters, which, 
however well-meaning they may be, allow 
their enthusiasms to obscure a complete view 
of the realities of the situation. Enough has 
transpired in the past to show that meetings 
such as that referred to have little practical 
value. As a moral gesture it is all very well, 
ut indignation meetings of this nature, 

wayed by sentiment and distant from the 
actual fact, can do nothing towards procuring 
fan early termination of hostilities. What for 
example is behind the organizers of the pro- 
posed world-wide boycott of Japanese goods? 
On the face of it they apparently hope to 
inaugurate so wide a movement that Govern- 
ments will be foreed to take action, to 
mananuvre them into a position which they 
are at present doing their utmost to avoid. 
That such a proceeding might plunge thelr 
country into-a long and unprofitable war 
matters very little to these loud mouthed 
servants of pacificism. ‘They would willingly 
embark upon another war to end war. ‘They 
say they would do it for the perpetuation of| 
peace, but no one who recognizes the realities 
and their pregnancy with dread possibility ean 
witness these cbullitions with anything but 
the gravest anxiety. The realist to-day takes 
the view that in order to secure peace he 
must prepare against war: the doctrinaire 
fon the other hand seems to think that the 
best way to achieve international amity is 
to go to war for it. That they are actuated 
by the highest of prineiples is undenied. 
Everyone would like to see justice done, but 
in this very imperfect world, justice is a very 
irregular commodity, and in some cases ean 
not be secured by the vindication of prin- 
ciples, but by resort to expedients. That is 
very much the position here. There is every) 
ground for criticizing what Japan has done 
and is doing in China, every reason for 
wishing that steps could be taken to restore 
peace and order to this part of the world, 
but the situation being what it is counsels of 
perfection are not the easiest to apply, and 
the most useful course to pursue is one which, 
while it provides for the full recognition of 
very ugly facts, tends to provoke as little 


























annoyarice as possible. 


ISOLATION? 
Feb. 17, 

‘A valued correspondent sends this journal| 
a letter and Ieaflet concerning an agitation in 
Great Britain for the adoption by the govern- 
‘ment of as completely an isolationist policy as 
that which is still being pressed for by some 
sections of political thought in the United 
States. The British Empire Referendum is a 
document which speaks for itself and should 
not be taken too seriously. Those, who sup-| 
port the idea that Great Britain should return| 
to a policy of icy isolation, apparently forget 
what would probably have happened from| 
1914 onwards if the Government had not) 
entered into a series of agreements which en-| 
abled a strong resistance to be offered to 
Germany. There were some who ‘argued at 
that time that it was foolish for Great Britain 
to go to the assistance of France and Belgium, 
but it was from the strength found in collec- 
tive action that the German military venture] 
‘was brought {0 failure. What would have 
happened had there been no understanding 
with France, so that France would have had 
to meet the German onslaught with the small] 
help that Belgium would have been able to 
‘afford her? It requires no very vivid im- 
‘agination to realize what might have been the 
result, and the consequent threat which might 
have "been levelled against Great Britain. 
Had it been possible for Germany to have 
picked off the Allies one by one the time 
might have come when Great Britain would 
have had also to mect her single handed and 
to have had more than a little difficulty to 
protect herself and her Empire. From the 
practical experience of the past it is apparent 
that defensive alliances are important factors 
in securing the world peace. They may serve 
to establish a balance of power, sufficient to| 
restrain nations in whose foreign policy the| 
desire for war may play an important part, 
for no nation will engage in hostilities if it is 
convinced that ‘the strength opposed against 
her is too great. The principle behind defen- 
sive alliances is exactly the same as that 
underlying the doctrine of collective security. 
The latter's application is wider, for theoreti- 
cally it should bring the whole world in arms 
against an aggressor. 

It has not, however, proved as successful 
in recent years for a very large number of, 
significant reasons, but that does not mean 
that given better world conditions it would| 
still have failed. It will be noticed that in 
the covering letter to the leaflet, all of which 
appears in the correspondence columns to-day, 
the writer himself does not contemplate quite 
that degree of isolation which appears in| 
paragraph (a) of the British Empire Re- 
ferendum. He writes “Let the British Empire 
and the United States stand apart in fully 
armed neutrality, and what nation or com- 
bination of nations dare challenge that 
neutrality?" ‘That presupposes that the two| 
nations would combine for the protection of 
their common neutrality, and what the writer 
apparently contemplates is not the total 
abolition of foreign entanglements but the 
throwing overboard of the old ones and the 
fashioning of a new. In the present temper 
of the United States it is not likely that 
American opinion would accept stich a posi- 
tion as the organizer of the referendum. 
apparently has in mind. It is probable that 
the Government of the United States has gone 
as far as it dares when it announces the 
following of a common policy for the protec- 
tion of their interests in the Far East, not} 
acting in union with Great Britain but along] 
parallel lines. To some people this may seem| 
to indicate the existence of a close union, but. 
‘on reflection it should be apparent that in the 
maintenance of separate identities lies ad- 
herence to the traditional American foreign 
policy. Mr. Engledower contemplates the 
‘common defence of their common neutrality 
by the two Powers he names, and in effect] 
Suggests that the United States might agree 
to take united action. Could such an arrange-_ 
ment be made, it is perfectly clear that it, 
would be a direct contradiction of the terms. 
of his memorandum, for it would constitute 
nothing less than a defensive alliance, re- 
pugnant to a large body of thought in the! 
United States. 

It is probably true that such a union would 
make for the peace of the whole world, by 
the establishment of what would amount 
almost (0 a benevolent tyranny—an Anglo- 
‘American hegemony for the purpose of peace 
‘over the whole world. But, that is not 
isolation, It represents merely’ a re-orienta~ 
tion of the foreign policies of both nations and 
nothing more. Isolation for Great Britain| 
‘must forever remain a dream. Her position 
in Europe requires that she shall enter into| 
commitments preserving something like the 
old balance of power calculated to preserve ‘a 
sort of partial collective security in place of 
the complete system which was sought in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. Had it 
‘been possible to secure unanimity of purpose 
amongst the members of the League, over 
‘Manchuria and’ Abyssinia, or even one of 
them, what is happening’ in China at the. 
‘moment would never have occurred. It was 
impossible to do so, and Great Britain has 
been obliged to make such arrangements as| 
will fortify her position in the world in| 
general and Europe in particular. Because of 
that lack of unanimity, as demonstrated re-| 























peatedly at Geneva, the League of Nations| 
has suffered grievous damage. That does not! 
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necessarily mean that it is completely destroy- 
jed or that the principles for which it stands 
are wrong. Collective security may be a very 
high, if not completely unattainable ideal, but 
it is apparent that the modification, consisting 
of defensive undertakings, is exactly the same 
thing in a restricted form: It is true that the 
possibility of Great Britain being foreed into 
common action with Russia does not commend 
itself to a large section of the British people, 
but the breakdown of collective security, and 
the necessity for preserving the balance of 
power is a misfortune which has provided 
Great Britain with strange bedfellows. ‘There 
are many who hope that in the future there 
will be a considerable change in that respect, 
but much has still to be done before thai 
change can be brought about, and oven if it 
were it’ would .not bring isolation, but a 
limited collective security. 

















. A GERMAN SUCCESS 
Feb. 18, 

Out of the mass of rumour and speculation 
which has arisen out of the conversation 
between Herr Hitler and Dr. von Schuschnigg 
fone fact emerges—that there has been a 
reformation of the Chancellor's Cabinet, and 
that the Nazis have gained entrance’ into 
those inner places of government which were 
formerly denied them. It is also rumoured 
that all this has been effected under the 
threat implied by: the mobilization of German 
troops on the Austrian frontier. It is denied 
that this is the case, and it is alleged that 
there have been only some routine troop 
movements. ‘The extent of Herr Hitler's 
‘success is apparent when Dr, von Schusch~ 
niga’s declared policy is recalled. In his book 
“Dreimal Oesterreich” published in November 
of last year, he insisted that the settlement of 
the Austrian social question could be effected 
only within the framework of a corporative 
State, Austria was a German State, he 
declared, and he therefore rejected the idea 
of an alternative between two alleged anti- 
theses: Central Europe or! Germany, the 
Danubian League or the Anschluss? ‘What 
was needed was a Central European organiza- 
tion which included Germany, but that was 
not possible without an independent Austri 
Austria had been the battlefield of conflicting 
German and Italian policies, and the 
ascendancy of the influence of either in that 
country aroused the bitterest jealousy of the 
other. " The German-Italian struggle for para- 
mountey in Austria was for years one of the 
important features’ of European politics, A 
‘change came over the whole scene when 
Berlin and Rome joined in the Anti- 
‘Comintern pact, and finding in the opposition 
to Communism common ground upon which 
to make mutual concessions it now appears 
that a portion of the price which Italy has to 
pay is the acceptance of the growth of Ger= 
man Nazi influence in Austria at the expense 
of her own. Dr, von Schuschnigg was only 
able to maintain his country's complete 
independence so long as there was no com- 
munity of interest between the two great 
Powers. 


Speaking in Vienna on October’ 8, Dr. von 
Schuschnigg said the Government was deter~ 
mined to keep Austria out of all entangle 
ments, and referring to the agreement with 
Germany of July, 1636, said, that just as it 
‘was clear that ‘there was no sympathy. in 
Austria for Bolshevism, it was algo clear that 
‘Austria would continue to fulfil her German 
‘mission of her own free will, Brave words 
indeed, but how do they read in face of the 
fact that, under pressure from Germany, 
Austria has effected a change in its Cabinet 
fand included amongst the Ministers Nazi re 
presentatives whom it was part of Dr. von 
/Schuschnigg's policy to exclude?” That one 
Government could suecced in obliging another 
to do such a thing justites the belief that the 
pressure brought to bear upon the Austrian 
Chancellor was of the heaviest. Austria is 
not being allowed to fulfil her German 
mission of her own free will: she is being 
forced to take a certain line of action, and 
the concept of Herr Hitler is certainly’ of a 
Central European organization including Ger~ 
many but not with an entirely independent 
‘Austia, ‘The part that Haly has apparently 
played js interesting. In the interests of the 
Rome-Berlin axis, she has surrendered her 
influence in Austria to Germany, or at least 
hhas stood aside while Herr’ Hitler triumphed. 
She has permitted Herr’ Hitler to make an 
important advance with his policy” of 
fanschtuss and though some Italian quarters 
flaim thatthe changes show the Austrian 
Government's determination to preserve the 
independence of Austria and at the same time 
{o allow scope for the natural development of 
Germanie feeling and activity inevitable ina 
country of Germanic stock, the contention 
merely makes the best of what, in view of 
former Italian policy in Central Europe, is 
at the least abad job. 

At the present moment the only move mae 
by both Great Britain and France Is 16 ask 
Berlin and Vienna for information, and it is 
not believed that they. will send a’démarche 
until they are officially apprised of what has 
Occurred. Once in possession of the necessary 
information London and Paris may find it 
necessary to send to both governments a re- 
minder that the maintenance of Austrian 
independence is a matter of major interest 
to them. It is possible that when Herr Hitler 
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will reaffirm the independence of Austria, and 
It is quite likely that the technical inde- 
pendence of-that country will be insisted on, 
but it will be diMeult to persuade either 
Whitehall or the Quai d'Orsay that Austria 
is not being rapidly drawn into the German 
fold, and that what has already taken place 
ig not a preliminary to the ultimate absorption 
‘of Austria into some form of German com- 
‘monwealth. On the other hand there is merit 
in the view that because Dr. von Schuschnigg 
hhas ‘accepted the German demands, and 
made no complaint to either London or Paris, 
there Is no need for Great Britain and France 
is probably the best method of dealing with 
the subject. If Austria is willing to accept. 
Her: Hitler's dictation as to the policy she 
‘shall follow, and the inclusion of Nazis in her 
Cabinet, even if these things amount to a 
‘modification of Austrian independence, the 
fact that she docs not complain should relieve 
the two Powers of the responsibility of inter= 
vening. It should be no part of their policy 
to force sovereign integrity upon a nation 
which apparently is ready (0 accept something 
different. ‘The matter can be very comfort- 
ably left where it stands, and though, this! 
Jatest development may ' have a profound: 
effect upon European polities, the very fact 
that Italy takes it complacently indicates 
that at any rate in that part of Europe there'| 
is likely to arise no war bringing crisis

‘The correspondence concerning the Western 
‘Area outside the perimeter again brings up 
the query as to whon that district will be 
fully open for residence and when the eastern 
‘und northern districts will be thrown com~ 
pletely open so that Shanghai can get on with| 
the tasie of rehabilitation. With regard to the| 
first, the district is open subject to a curfew, 
regulation which is enforced between the| 
hours of 6 p.m, and 6 a.m.and it is contended 
that this unreasonable restriction makes it im~| 
possible and undesirable for foreigners to re~ 
‘occupy thelr valuable properties which have 
bbeon lying unattended to for months past, 
Owners are deprived of the right to enjoy| 
the amenities which thoy have provided for 
themselves at considerable expense, and it is 
conterided that those responsible for this 
Yesttiction of their rights are behaving in a 
completely. unreasonable manner, Tt is idle 
for anyone to urge that there are military 
reasons for maintaining these restrictions. 
Fighting has moved away from Shanghat for 
many months and it is eminently desirable 
that this portion of the environs of Shanghai 
should he restored to normality as speedily’ 
48 possible, And that for many reasons, not 
the least of which is that this continued 
denial of the arca in question to foreign| 
fesidents therein constitutes a direct, inter-| 
ference with Uiose neutral xights which the 
Japanese have so often expressed their "in- 
tention seruputously to respect. It has been! 
repeatedly urged upon the Japanese authori- 
ties that it is necessary that Shanghai should! 
be allowed to engage upon the task of recon~ 
struction as quickly as possible, and in this 
connection it 1s emphatically pointed out that 
not only does the keeping closed of this area—| 
for that is what the curfew restrictions in 
act do—delay that necessary process, but it 
ficlually tends towards the further deteriora~ 
tion of the properties situated there, It is a 
‘well-known fact that unoecupled houses run} 
into dilapidation quicker than those which 
are oecupled, and that process fs actually go- 
ing on in tase properties which have been| 
denied to their owners for all too long a 
period, 

‘Apart from the material and moral sides of 
this matter, there is an impottant considera~| 
tion "of which the responsible Japanese 
authorities appear to have lost sight. “A great! 
eal of complaint has been heard from the| 
Sapanese to the effect that foreign neutrals 
completely fail to understand them, This is 
probably true, and if itis, the Japanese have! 
Themselves aione to blame. " Residents in 
Shanghai ean thoroughly understand what] 
oes on before their very eyes. They con 
{ast those things which they witness with the 
assurances which ave s0 freely given them 
by the Japanese authorities, and they fail to 
find any. real agreement between the two. Tt 
is not to be wondered at, therefore, if finding! 
this Jack of congruity between assurances 
facts they express no lltle scepticism re. + 
ing Japanese bona Ades: That is a matter 
which concerns the Japanese alone, ‘The fact 
is that the manner in which they are dealing 
with this question of opening the areas whieh 
have been closed so long, despite repeated! 
representations, conveys the impression that 
the Japanese suthorities are treating foreign| 
neutrals with complete disregard, ignoring, 
not only their rights, but the assurances whieh 
have been given them, It is obvious from the| 
foregoing that the Japanese authorities atone| 
are responsible for much of the local misun-| 
derstanding of the aims and policies whieh! 
undoubtedly “exists at the present moment. 
They may, it is true have reasons for thei 
present behaviour which seem perfectly good 
to them, If they have, foreign observers do 
not know what they are, They would like 
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‘These considerations apply with as much 
force to the question of the western area as| 
they do to the reopening of eastern and 
northern districts for the purpose of industry. 
Im the absence of any known real reason 
justifying the limitations still imposed, the 
‘question is naturally asked as to what the 
Japanese intentions are. Is it intended to 
‘maintain a strangle hold on the industrial 
‘areas, until by the flux of time they are com- 
pletely ruined? ‘The impression that this is 
the case is widely prevalent and the Japanese 
alone can remove It. Much would be done 
to allay prevailing suspicions if the Japanese 
authorities gave an example of their good 
faith by meeting these requests which have 
so frequeritly been made, ‘The Hungjao area 
‘should be open to foreign residence with no 
greater restrictions than are imposed upon 
foreign residence in the eastern and northern 
districts, Precisely the same curfew regula~ 
tions would make it possible for foreigners to 
return to their homes there, whereas the’ 
existing rules definitely prevent it.“ If there 
is insulficient police force properly to| 
administer the district, the responsibility falls 
direetly on Japanese shoulders: they have 
hhad all the time necessary to develop such a 
force, and the fact that they have not—if such 
indeed be the case—is but another justifica- 
tion for the criticism which is being freely 
expressed, If it is argued that the district 
hhas not yet been sufficiently cleaned up, then 
it must be pointed out that the speed with 
‘which the Japanese cleaned the districts north | 
‘of the Soochow Creek, justifies the belief that 
they have not boen’ displaying the same 
celerity west of the perimeter. If that is the 
case then they lay themselves open to the| 
charge that they are discriminating against 
foreign neutrals, and in the discrimination 
damaging those’ very interests which they 
have promised to respect. From all of the 
foregoing it should be apparent to the| 
Japanese that much of the misunderstanding | 
‘of which they complain is entirely of their 
‘own creation, Its removal is just as much 
‘a matter for Japanese concern, and this 
Journal and the foreign community of Shang~ 
hai would welcome any action on the part 
of the Japanese authorities which would 
help to remove the uncomfortable suspicions 
which have been created in the minds of 
many. 











CHINA'S TRADE 
: Feb, 21, 
A very fair idea of the magnitude of the] 
catastrophe which struck Shanghai in August 
of last year may be obtained by a perusal 
fof “The ‘Trade of China, 1937, Introductory 
Survey,” which has been published by the’ 
Chinese Maritime Customs, and is now on| 
sale. “After reviewing the Sino-Japanese 
hostitities briefly the Survey goes on to state. 
What the eventual consequences of the con- 
Act will be itis.as yet, too early to predict, nor 
is it possible to compute the material. losses 
involved. It is, however, obvious. that with 
hostilities assuming the magnitude of a general 
“albeit “undeclared—war, involving’ the  in- 
vasion of several provincés, a blockade of the 
China coast to Chinese shipping, the closure 
of the ‘Yangize River, the Dractical isolation 
of Shonghal, and the bombing of lines of 
Seman, "a icmporary thas ben 
talled. to the period of increasing prosperity 
foliceable. since the ‘depression of" 1902. In 
view of the conditions Prevailing, the year's 





to. know, but it is clear that those reasons: 
would have to be very impressive to convince:

review can be considered as covering normal 
trade and Customs revenue for a period of 
seven months only, i.e, 10 the end of July. 
In this report, therefore, to illustrate better 
the disastrous effects of hostilities upon China's 


trade for the last five months of the year, key 
tables have been so made out to allow of 
comparison between the periods January, to 

Suly and August to December for each of the 

years 1036 and 1997. 

It is apparent fromthe figures which are 
contained in the book that China was in a 
fair way to having the most prosperous year’ 
for a long time past when the blow fell. “The| 
total foreign trade, had there been no] 
hostilities, would probably not have ap- 
proached the high figures of 1931,-but they’ 
‘would in all probability have exceeded any’ 
year's total trade since that peak year. In| 
1981 the value of China's foreign trade, less 
that of Manchoukuo consisted of §2,002,000,000 
worth of imports and $915,000,000 exports, 
leaving an adverse trade balance of $1,087,~ 
(000,000. By 1985 the figures had dropped to} 
'$1,495,000,000 of which $919,000,000 represent 
‘ed imports and $576,000,000 exports, with an 
adverse trade balance of $343,000,000, ‘The 
following year saw the commencement of the| 
upward rise of China’s foreign trade and for 
1937, the year under review total foreign 
trade had risen to $1,791,000,000, ‘of which’ 
Imports accounted for’ $93,000,000, and ex~ 
ports $838,000,000 leaving the reduced trade 
balance of $15,000,000. 

‘Some idea of the effect of the outbreak of] 
hostilities can be seen by comparing the! 
figures for. the August-December period of 
last year with that of the previous year. In 
gold unit valuation, the direct foreign imports 
for the final five montlis of 1936 amounted to 
G.U, 180,276,408. In 1937 it had dropped to 
GLU, 99,429,695. Nevertheless, the trade for 
the first seven months of the year, had been| 
80 good that the total foreign import trade 
represented, in 1937, G.U, 420,607,309, as 
compared with G.U. 417,837,139 in the previous 
twelve months. Had last year’s imports for 
the August-December period been no more 
than for 1936, the year’s total figures Would 
have amounted to G.U, 501,454,112, so that| 
had it not been for the hostilities China's im- 
ports would have been at least G.U. 80,840,812 
higher than actually proved to be the case, 
or roughly 20 per cent. Considering, how- 
ever, the general upward swing of” trade 
shown in the seven months prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities, and assuming that it! 
would have continued’ throughout the rest of| 
the year the total amount of direct foreign’ 
imports which might have been expected 
‘would have been «in the neighbourhood of 
G.U. 565,177,000, so that the probable loss of 
trade which'China suffered would then have 
been in the vicinity of G.U, 145,000,000. 
Turning to the figures for Shanghai in’ the 
January-July period of 1937, its trade 
amounted 10 G.U, 224,508,948, as compared. 
with G.U, 245,655,570 ‘despite’ the fact that 
for the August-December period the figures| 
had dropped from G.U. 104,630,524 in 1936] 
to G.U, 30,634,637, or a loss of G.U. 74,000,000, 
Tientsin saw a drop of G.U. 8,700,000, while 
other northern and Yangtze ports account for: 
further declines amounting to G.U. 7,500,000. 
Increases were shown at Canton and other 
southern ports amounting to G.U. 18,600,000. 

It is particularly interesting to note that 
the adverse trade balance of 1931, namely’ 
G.U, 594,000,000, had been reduced in’ 
1937 to ‘no more than G.U. 50,000,000, 
‘or approximately one-twelfth of the former 
figure. ‘The Survey points out in this} 
respect that “while there has been little! 
difference in the percentage of exports to! 
imports as expressed in dollars or gold units, 
it will be noticed that the reduction in the 
adverse balance has been caused rather by a. 








therefore, a trade balance in commodities can 
be struck, even with a reduction in. imports 


by the promotion of native industries, there , 


must be a considerable improvement in the 
export trade, The lifting of the world de~ 
pression, together with the investigations 
being carried out with a view to relieve in~ 
ternational trade from some of its many 
restrictions, were raising hopes of world 
economic recovery in which China would, no 
doubt, have participated. ‘The effects of the 
present hostilifies will, however, postpone at 
Teast temporarily the» possibilities of such 
participation though—given peace—China's 
fecuperative powers may well reduce the 
time required for recovery.” That is a happy 
note upon which to leave further considera 
tion of China's trade as dealt with-in the 
Survey. It serves to justify one of the con~ 
tentions of this journal that the future of this 
sountry in general, and of Shanghal in parti~ 
cular, should not be regarded with too 
pessimistic an eye. It is true that neither of 
them has suffered quite so severe a blow a: 
has been administered by these hostilities, but 
the resilience of the country and this port, 
justifies confidence that, when it is possible 
to get back to work, recovery will be just as 
rapid as it was after the 1932 troubles, 














CABINET. CRISIS 

Feb. 22, 
With the resignations of Mx: Anthony 
Bden and Viscount Cranbourne, Foreign 
Secretary, and Under-Foreign "Secretary 
respectively, the British Cabinet is faced with 
& major crisis. It was, considering all the 
circumstances, inevitable, It has been ap- 
parent, ever since he assumed, the office of 
Prime Minister, that Mr, Neville Chamberlain 
intended, to take a greater part in the 
administration of Great Britain's forcign 
polley than had his predecessor, Earl Baldwin, 
Of the latter it was remarked that he let his 
various Ministers control thelr own depart- 
mental policies, aeting merely as a means of 
co-ordination. This meant riding on a very 
slack rein, and in some quarters Eavl Baldwin 
‘was erlteized for it. Mr, Chamberlain, on the 
other hand, appears to have insisted upon 
fall the rights of his high oMe, and to have 
maintained a greater degree of contro! over 
the various departments of his Cabinet, The 
foreign poliey of Great Britain was to be his 
foreign policy, and the Foreign Secretary the 
medium through which it was to be carried 
‘Out, ‘That ean be seen in twa instances, His 
‘active intervention between Me. Eden_and 
Signor Mussolini, resulting in a most cordial 
exchange of letters, and his despatch of Lord 
Halifax to have ‘conversations with Herr 
Hitler's government in Berlin were proofs of 
the Prime Minister's intention to take 0 
back seat in any part of the Cabinet's aetivi- 
tes, and more particularly in those of the 
Foreign Office. Indeed when it has happened 
that Me. Eden has been absent from London 
for one reason or another he has in fact acted 
for the Fareign Secretary. In January one of 
this journal's correspondents had occasion to 
address the Foreign Office on matters con- 
nected with this paper, and the reply ‘was 
signed . by the’ Prime Minister's private 
secretary, 

‘The crisis arises through the difference of 
opinion in the Cabinet, and more particularly 
the divergence of the views held by Mr, 
Chamberlain and Mr. Eden. It is apparent 
that in his European dealings Mtr, Chamberlain 
is more influenced by the realities of the 
situation with which he is confronted, while 
Mr, Eden continues to regard them in the 
light of the doctrines underlying the Covenant 
ff the League of Nations, Both men would 
claim to be realists, though each would deny 
that quality in the’ other, ‘The .one believes 
that much can be done towards securing 
proper understandings between Britain, Ger= 
many and Italy by negotiations outside the 
Purview of the League, while the olher cons 
siders it necessary to act entirely through the 
League or along such lines as membership of 
the League would appear to require. That 
bboth of them desire to work for the pence 
of the world must be admitted, gnd of the 
sincerity af the two men there eafinot be the 
slightest possible doubt, but there is a vety 
serious difference as to the method to be 
followed, so. serious that cleavaye. was 
ultimately inevitable, It is indeed remarkable 
that it did not came over the visit of Lord 
Hilifax to Germany.

‘Chamberlain's has even indicated the posses 
sion of stich a desire, but he is making it quite 
plain that if he cannot work towards peace 
in Europe, within the framework of the 
League, he’ will take such other action as is 
‘calculated to bring about a betterment of the 
situation as may seem to him most appro~ 
priate, From-the realistic point of view there 
will be much to support the Prime Minister’: 
view of the matter, for it is peace that is 
wanted and not the sterile vindication of 
prineiples, which s0 large a section of Europe 
refuses to recognize, 7

terms, it Is possible that he will refuse to discuss| 
the use of certain parts of Eire for the purpose| 
of defending the Brltish Isles, while it is also| 
possible that the question of the Land Annuities:

‘abeyance. Great Britain will only consent to the 
fusion which Mr, de Valera dosires when 
Northern.

‘be expected that’ in these instances a proper:

Indeed it was said that the matter was under| 
consideration. ‘The request for greater repre-| 
sentation on the Municipal Couneil is, however’ 
fan entirely different question. In the first 
place it is an international body under the con

‘be remembered that though the Japanese are in| 
military occupation of a portion of the Inter- 
national Settlement they have not conquered it: 
they are merely pariners in the municipal, 
undertaking as are the other nationalities taking 
part in ils government. It ig essential that its] 
International character’ should be maintained, 
‘and In this connection it has to be borne in mind| 
that both the British and American representa~ 
tion is on an entirely different footing from that| 
of the. other nations, for it was the fusion of 
their settlements which brought into being the 
present International Settlement. In that Japan 
had no part. The growth of her interests is of 

very much later date, and the fact that she Is 
lowed two representatives ‘on the Council] 
should be sumiclent vindication of the inter- 
nationality of that body.

RICHLY DESERVED 

‘Thore can be liltle doubt but that the general 
feeling will be that the young men accused of| 
complicity in the Mayfair Jewel robbery. when 
a Jeweller was Badly beaten about the head 
‘and robbed, richly deserved the punishment 
whlch Lord Hewart, Lord Chiet Justice, meted 
out to them. Four young men of good families 
conspired to carry out the erime, during which 
the Jeweller, Mr. E. Bellenger, a direclor of 
Cartier Lid., was hit over the head with a small 
black mallet and so badly injured thot for a 
while his life was in jeopardy. It is a provision 
of British law that where a robbery has beon| 
committed with violence the perpetrators may 
be punished by whipping with the cat-o-nine- 
fails, and in this particular case the punishment 
may be rightly said to ft the crime. Much 
has been said. for and against this form of} 
punishment, and there are many who deplore 
the fact that it is still used in connection with 
certain offenses. It is contended by those who| 
‘hold that wew that corporal punishment tends 
to brutalize those who have to endure it, and| 
there may be something to be said for stich | 
contention, though it is clear that when it is 
‘used upon a eriminal who uses violence to as-| 
sist his purpose, it may justly be sald that he| 
Is already something of a brute and deserves to 
‘ve treated as such. Probably the more power- 
ful argument in favour of the retention of this| 
form of punishment on the statute books is that 
‘experience has proved that flogging does indeed | 
Set us a deterrent, Tt will be remembered that} 
when. in England there was an epidemic of} 
garrotting in connection with robbery, an Act 
was passed providing that men guilty of such 
attempts should be whipped. On ‘the 
Taw was sternly put into force by the judges, 
with ‘the result that this partiewlar form of 
‘rime speedily disappeared. In the present caso} 
two of the four men are to receive corporal 
punishment, Robert Paul Harley receiving 9s 
mitch as twenty lashes, while David Wilmer is} 
fo receive fifteen.

“BEGGARS OPERA” 


It is very appropriate that in aid of the funds 
of the BW.A. and St. Tichon’s Orphanage, Mrs.

Gay's “Beggars’ Opera’. It was produced by| 
Rich on January 29, 1720, and is said to have 
made “Rich gay and Gay rich." In it he ca 
calured Sir Richard Walpole, who, it is suP- 
posed, later influenced the Lord Chamberlain to 
forbid representation of “Polly”, which did Gay’ 
no particular harm but merely served to ad- 
vertise his play. ‘There are two interesting, 
features about the opera, the first is that it was! 
Jn the nature of a “take-off” of the Ttalian opera 
which had become such a vosue, and in this it 
‘was so successful that for a time it drove Malian’ 
opera off the English stage. The second was 
that under the cover of the thieves and high- 
waymen who figured In it was disguised a satire| 
upon society, and Gay made it quite plain in| 
describing the moral code of his characters that’ 
he had in mind the corruptions of the governing 
classes. Part of the success of the production 
was undoubtedly the acting of Lavinia Fenton,| 
Tater to become the Duchess of Bolton, who took, 
the part of Polly Peachum. Swift is sald to} 
hhave suggested the subject to Gay, and Pope and! 
Arbuthnot were constantly consulted while the| 
‘work was being prepared, though there is no 
doubt that full responsibility for authorship 
must be attributed to Gay. He had always a 
pretty wit, as witness his own couplet bencath 
his épitaph written by Pope, on his tomb in| 
Westminster Abbey:

Heavy Casualties 
Pelping, Feb. 15.

Another Offensive

‘Simultaneously. a body of 3,000

After a poriod of comparative quiescence since the

‘This map illustrates the- Sino-Japanese’ military situa- 
tion as far us could be ascertained to date. The arrows 
indicate the directions of Japanese” military pressure, 
although in the vieinity of Hsuchow the situation is some- 
what obscure as neither army appears to have effected a 
junétion leaving an indeterminate area. Main eitfes in Chi- 
nese or Japanese control are indicated by thelr respective 
flags, and the rival commanders are indicated in the different 
fields of operations by names. Essential routes whereby 
China is receiving supplies are also shown to explain China's

placed on any single route. Chungking, the new provi- 
sional capital of the Chinese Government, is plainly 
indicated in its relation to the various fronts. 

It will be seen from this map that the directions of 
Japanese military pressure emanate from three: main 
centres.

Country ‘Tranquil 


Locally conditions are very quiet,

have more or less settled down to 
thelr usual occupations and manner 
of life, The priee of rie normal, 
‘and other commodities are only9 
Tittle higher than usual, for local 
produce. 

‘There is big shortage of all food- 
stuffs and material which formerly 
came from Shanghai, A few apples 
fare obtainable at 50 cents per 1b,, but

No cement has been shipped to 
Klukiang for some months now, due 
to Government requirements, so that 
building has come to a standstill, But 
there Is a good milk supply and 
local made butter is available, which 
sa qrent, blessing.

Huge German Credits Available: Spectacular Progress 
in Mining and Industry

Manchoukuo's Five Year Industrial 
Plan, despite the entire change in the 
financial situation, occasioned by the 
resent war, marches steadily on. 
‘The first foreign interest to take 
advantage of the alleged opportunities 
Which this programme may offer was 
the Otto Wolf concern, which is 
giving long-term credits, " The heavy 
Industries which are to be combined 
under the Manchuria Industry Co. 
holding company capitalized at Y450,- 
(000,000, half of which is subscribed by 
‘the Manchoukuo Government, require 
‘equipment for which (oréign technical 
faid and foreign Investment are re- 
portedly welcomed. 


‘The German credits available for 
twelve months from November 15, are 
Timited to £2,000,000, bear interest 
85 per cent. per annum from the 
delivery of the goods, are payable 
10 per cent. by Sterling drafts and 
190 per cent with special marks from 
the account arising from products 
Imported into Germany, are payable 
in semi-annual Installments, may be 
extended for two further amounts of 
£2,000,000 each are guaranteed by 
the {wo governments who agree to 
render the necessary assistance, and 
will not effect the present trade in 
cameras, dyestuffs and other chemi 
cals. 











Independence Desired

Lithuania fs one of the oldest of 
‘the European. countries, +her history 
dating back to 2000 BC. when a 
tribe of Aryans migrated from Asia 
and settied on the ‘banks of the 
Danube. Later, being pressed by 
‘more powerful tribes, these people 
were foreed to move farther ‘North 
and settle on the shores of the Baltic, 
where large tracts of forests, lakes 
‘and undulating country make up much 
fof the fine scenery of the 60,000 
square miles of Lithuania. 

In 1223 the Lithuanians played an 
important role in stemming the in- 
vading tide of Tartars, when Duke 
Erdwilas destroyed a part of Genghis 
Khan's Army.

First King Baptized 


In 1242 the first King of Lithuania 
was “baptized, and he converted his 
subjects to Christianity. 

{In Vilna, the ancient capital, a city 
rich in hilstorieal assoclations, there 
fare a number of very fine Churches 
dating from the 14th and 16th cen- 
tries. ‘The present capital, Kaunas, 
bears the name of its founder, the 
son of the goddess of Love, Mildos, 
‘who butt it early in the 11th’ century. 
Besides being the capital, Kaunas 1s 
also a centre of trade and industry. 

‘The Lithuanian language belongs, 
with the Lettish and the extinet old- 
Prussian languages, to the Baltic 
branch of the Indo-European family. 
IL has preserved the phonetic system 
‘of the Indo-European parent speech 
with such fidelity as to render it ime 
portant in the study of the history of 
Indo-European languages. 

In the literature of the land, west- 
‘ern influence has made itself felt of 
Tate, but the inspiration, themes and 
modes of expression are for the most 
port fundamentally Lithuanian,

USE OF RADIO DURING 
WARTIME 


Direction Finding Useful to 
British Navy 


Wartime uses of radio direction 
nding were discussed by Mr. W. L. E 
Miller in a paper which he delivered 
at the Park Hotel on Feb, 21 before 
the Institution of Electrical Engineers, 
China Centre, at a joint meeting with 
the Engineering Society of China. 

‘The development of the thermionic 
valve during the years of the Great 
War, said Mr. Miller, especially the 
multi-valve amplifer employing hard 
valves, really inereased the recep- 
tion range obtainable with the Bellini. 
‘Tosi type of dircetion finder. Many 
installations were erected around the 
costs of the United Kingdom, and 
were chiefly used for submarine spot- 
ting, the procedure being to keep 
watch for any enemy submarines 
heard reporting by wireless to their 
bases; by taking cross bearings from 
two or ‘more stations, a fairly: ae- 
‘curate estimate of position could be 
obtained, 


‘These installations in general used 
seven valve amplifiers, but one 





special station which used an amplifier 


with no less than 22 valves was de- 
serving of special mention. This was 
used to keep watch on the Sagship of 
the German High Seas Fleet, and it 
‘was a small change in angular diree- 
tion of the received signals which 
Indicated that the flagship had passed 
through the Kiel Canal and thus gave 
warning of the fleet movement which 
subsequently led to the Battle of 
Jutland. 
Modern Accuracy 

Contrasting early radio direction 
nding instruments with the modern 
type, Mr. Miller said that concurrently 
with the research and development 
work necessary to analyze and pro- 
duce cures for the sources of error to 
which the apparatus was at first sub- 
ject, much work had been done in 
producing more compact instruments 
of higher all round performance. A 
‘modern dircetion finder was highly 
sensitive and selective, and was cap- 
able, under good conditions, of giving 
bearings with an accuracy of plus oF 
minus % per cont. over a distance of 
Several hundred miles. 

Dealing with direction finders used 
in aeroplanes, Mr. Miller said that the 
problems confronting the designer of 
‘an alreraft. direction finder were 
somewhat similar to those connected 
‘with marine instruments, except that 
rigid restrictions as to size and weight 
rendered ght and compact construc 
tion essential. ‘In addition, the high 
noise level on aircraft rendered the 
provision of a very sensitive receiver 
desirable, although this was not so 
evident in modern “sound proofed! 
machines. 

Most of the present development 
work was being carried out on short 
waves, since the accuracy and sensi- 
tivity of the modem long wave direc- 
tion finder was now adequate for all 
‘ordinary equipment. There were, 
however, a number of recent develop- 
ments in long wave direction finders, 
‘although some of these would appear 
to be largely of theoretical rather 
than” practical interest. Amongst 
development work now being under- 
taken was the distant control of 
direction finders, and work was also 
being carried out on of tele- 
control, with the Idea of operating the

Hungjao Area is Closed 
During Visit 


‘The whole of the Hungiao area was 
closed at short notice on Feb. 20 
by the Japanese military authori 
tles, and remained “out of bounds” 
until about 3 pm, The ~eason for 
the sudden closure of the area was 
the visit to the Military Headquarters 
of the Hungjao Area of Prince 
Yasuhiko Asaka, uncle by marriage 
of the Emperor of Japan, who 
Tunehed with General Twane ‘Matsui! 
and about forty other high Japanese 
army officers, it was learned from 
reliable sources. 

‘The lunch was scheduled to begin 
at 11.20 Japanese time, or 10.20 
Shanghal time, and the Hungjao area 
was closed at about 9 am., Shanghai 
time. Before the luncheon, the 
guests, who included commanders of, 
various sectors in the vicinity of 
Shanghai, were introduced to the 
Prince, and later, it is understood, a 
conference, believed 10 have 
been of military character, took 
place between Prince Asaka and] 
General Matsui ‘This caused the 
Tancheon to be delayed until later in 
the morning. 

‘On arrival at the Hungjao Head- 
quarters, situated some 400 yards 
‘west of the Jessfield Railway Station, 
Prince Asaka reviewed a guard of| 
honour. 

‘Tho catering was carried out by a 
well-known foreign establishment, 
and the menu included Duteh 
vegetable soup, fried fish, boiled 
chicken with ‘rice, mushroom sauce 
‘and vegetables, with apple-ple for| 
Sessert. 

Chinese Leave Area 

Many foreign residents, 1t is under- 
stood, were considerably inconveni- 
enced by the temporary closure of 
the Hungjao Area, but it is under 
stood that the luncheon was arranged 
at short notice, and It was esvential 
that the area should be kept closed 
while a member of the Japanese 
Imperial Family was visiting there. 
Starting at 9 o'clock, hundreds of| 
Chinese began to leave the area, and’ 
at the time the luncheon was held,

Work in Eastern Area 


‘Three months after the removal of 
the theatre of war, factory sirens are 
being heard over ‘Shanghai. Labour 
conditions are, however, far from 
normal, as only a comparatively small 
umber of industrial concerns has 
decided to resume operations with 
skeleton staffs, 

An interesting illustration of the 
‘present labour situation may be found 
In the number of workers employed 
{in the Settlement, which is estimated, 
‘at over 40,000, "as compared with 
150,000 working in normal times, 

OF the 40,000 workers, over 50 per 
‘cont. are engaged in factories in the 
‘western ditriet. Once a thriving ine 
dustrial contre, the eastern district 
‘employs only 7,000 men at the present 
moment without any immediate pros- 
Dect of an improvement of” the 
situation. In normal times as many 
5 9,000 found work in the area, 

‘While the utility concerns have 
maintained their services throughout 
the hostilities, many small plants, 
such as printing works, in the central 
istrict, reported only brief interrup- 
tions of business. 

The majority of workers are em- 
ployed in cotton mills in the western 
section of Shanghai, including Gordon 
Road and Pootoo Road districts, About 
5,500 are employed in about seven 
Japanese mills now operating in this 
section. 

‘Among the Japanese cotton mills 
which have resumed operations are 
the Kung Dah mills in Jesstield Road

Antl-Sapanese Activity

sary of the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
‘anuary 28, 1097) was observed 
quietly. In May, a smuggled goods 
oyeott commitice was formed and. 
in June two mass mectings were held 
in ‘Nantao demanding the release of

In 
Shanghai propaganda reached its peak 
in October and November when the 
Chinese public voclferously demand~ 
ed resistance to the bitter end, the 
Severance of relations with Japan, 
and. the application of sanctions 
against Japan by the “ Nine Power 
Conference then in session at Brus 
sels, Police suppression of subversive 
‘activities in the Settlement coupled 
‘with the change in November in the 
Joon! political situation following the 
withdrawal of Chinese forces caused

Retuge 
During the hostilities vory larg 
numbers of Chinese war refugees 
came into the Settlement area south 
fof the Soochow Creck and into, the 
French Concession from alll places 
bordering on these areas. While the 
majority of them found lodging in 
rented houses or hotels or in the 
homes of friends or relatives, and 
many, after a brief sojourn, left for 
Tnjand towns, a large number, who 
‘were destitude, had to be accommod- 
‘ated in refugee camps established by 
Toeat benevolent societies. At the 
outset as many as 100 such camps 
housing some $7,000 refugees were 
maintained in the Settlement, while 
Some 6500 others lived in alleyways 
‘and. vacant houses wherever. avail- 
able, ‘The camps and refugees in- 
ereased gradually when the hostili- 
tles covered wider areas and in 
November there were 142 camps with 
approximately 92,000 refugees in the 
Settlement alone. At the end of the 
year there were 154 camps in the 
Setllement housing 90,484 refugees. 
‘Temergency hospitals were specially 
established for their benef 








Communism 

‘There was little activity on the part 
of Jocal communists during the year. 
‘The only case worthy of mention in- 
volved a search of the American 








Bubbling Well Road, on June 26 
when, on the authority of a warrant 
issued at the request of Chinese! 
authorities, the Police seized approx- 
Imately 400 books in various foreign 
languages. On June 28 the Russian 
manageress of the store was arrested 
on a charge of being a communist. 
She was released on security and 
ater ‘when the charge against het 
was withdrawn, she left for the 
USSR. on July 19, 1997. 


Strikes and Industrial Situation 


Strikes in the Settlement, totalled 
128 as against 75 in 1996. ‘The num~ 
ber ‘of employees affected and the 
number of working days lost were 
35,630 and 151,556 respectively as 
‘compared with 35,748 and 107,267 in 
1936. 

‘The enterprises affected included 
299 silk weaving factories (72 strikes), 
20 stoxtile fnetories, 7 machinery 
works, 4 public . ulility plants, 4 
transportation companies, 4 food and 
drink concerns, 3 printing factories, 2 
tobacco. factories, 1 rubber fetory, 
1 paper mill, 1 soap factory, 1 build 
ing construction company and 6 othor 
establishments. 

‘47 sirikes in the Settlement were 
declared to enforce increase in wages, 
15 to obtain improved working con- 
ditions and demonstrate opposition to 
alleged bad treatment of workers, 2 
to protest against reduction in work 
Ing. time, 2 to enforce collective: 
agreement 21 to demand engagement 
Jor dismissal of workers, 2 to oppose 
‘change in the system of work, while 
the remaining 12 resulted from mi 
feellaneous causes. In addition, 27 
strikes were declared for sympathetic 
causes, 

Tn 60 cases the strikers returned to| 
work unconditionally, in 33 they| 
secured minor concessions, in 14 the 
grievances were adjusted’ in a man- 
Jner entirely satisfactory to the em- 
ployees, while in 21 the settlement 
Was unknown or indeterminate, 

‘The outstanding strikes of the year| 
occurred in Chinese “owned silk 
Weaving factories, of which some 260, 
lemploying approximately 15,000 hands 
were involved; the Shanghai Eleetric 
Construction Company whore 1,700 
conductors, drivers and others walle- 
fed out twiee, in February and in 
April; the China Soap Factory, 2310) 
'Yangiszepoo Road where 650. hands 
went on strike; the Kung Yih Cot~ 
ton Mill, 180 Robison Road, whose 
employees numbering 3,000' struck 
‘work in February and again in April 
jand May; the Toyoda Cotton Mill. 
200 Jessiield Road where 2,000 hands 
were affected; and the Union Bre- 
/wery, 130 Tehang Road. In most eases 
the strikers caused disturbances 
[necessitating police action and arrest 
fof the ringleaders concerned. 

During the year 67 persons were! 
arrested for offences arising out of 
strikes and other labour agitation.

But there is another check that ean 
be made—criminology has developed 
fan aid to the science of fngerprints 
In “poroseopy,” the study of the 
pore marks in fingerprints. Tho

isfallible check. Poroscopy has beon 
developed to its present stato of per 
fection by a Fronch criminologist, 
Dr. Edmond Locard, of Lyon, whose 
laboratory here’ “is” renowned 
throughout the world. 

According to the defendant in the 
Pearce case, a fingerprint is obtained 
through shaking hands with the ine 
tended victim of the fraud, whose 
thumb leaves an impression’ on the 
ack of a glove treated with plastic 
rubber! 

Dimeult and Cumbersome 


It may be argued that there must 
be strong reason for “framing” the 
vietim, whose fingerprint must al- 
ready ‘be on file with the Police. 
Otherwise the actual criminal would 
simply wear gloves in committing his 
offence, to protect himself. ‘The pro 





| duction and placing of the fake 


fingerprint, again, would involve a lot 
of time and painstaking Jabour and 
expertness, and would add to the 
danger of being caught at the scene 
‘of ‘tho crime. And, finally, the 
“Aingerprint” found in the course of 
the Police investigation would not 
bbe at all likely to take In the erimin- 
ologist, who if in the slightest doubt 
would apply the further test of por 
scopy and thus settle the case in a 
sity. 

There is the important point that 
‘Ginger marks bear the characteristics 
of the material upon whieh they are 
made. Thus, for instance, a finger- 
print’ obtained trom wood would 
show the grain of the wood and 
when transferred to glass of metal 
would not look genuine. 

Scotland Yard Unshaken 

Scotland Yard, with some forty 
years experience, still holds that it 
iy impossible to fake or forge a 
Angerprint by any method which its 
experts—or those of any up-to-date 
Police Foreo—could not instantly de- 
fect. “Suspects may be acquitted be- 
cause the evidence docs not justify 
conviction, but not because the 
‘Angerprint system has failed.

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UNFAIR RATES SAID 
IMPOSED 


Shipping Firms Charges on | 


Deviated Cargo Too High 


Complaints of excessively high rates 
fon eargo deviated as a result-of the 
Toeal hostilities, striking a serious 
Blow at local importers, were made 
against shipping companies operating 
to China by a local Importer of metal 
products, when interviewed on Feb. 16 
bya *North-China Dally |News” 
reporter. ‘The complaints related to 
the recent reduction of dues on cargo 
deviated through other ports as a 
result of tho hostilities from 10/~ per 
Dill of lading ton to 18/0 per bil 
‘of Tading ton, which reduction many 
Tocal importers, it was stated, con 
sider insufclent. 

‘There is no precedent for such 
charges being imposed at all” ex- 
estulnted the importer interviewed, 
ind we expected at least a reduetion 
to dvo shillings or soa ton. During 
the 1932 hostilities, no such charges 
were levelled on deviated cargo, nor 
were they imposed during the Pacifiy 
Coast shipping strike. What make 
matters worse is that freight charge 
‘have risen considerably in the las" 
year or so. ‘The only extra expense: 
to whlch the shipping companies have 
‘been put through deviated cargo i 
oading and 
ports where the cargo was held pend- 
Ing conclusion of the local hostilities. 
All storage charges, according to the 
bills of lading, have to be paid by 
the consignces. T am sure that the 
loading and unloading of cargo at the 
“ports of refuge” where it was tem- 
porarily dumped does not amount 10. 
anything like 13/6 per ton. Local 
traders consider this to be an entirely 
unfair charge.” 









Inreasonable” Charges 
A reliable estimate of the cost of 
loading and unloading cargo at 
Hongkong, where much of the de- 
vinted cargo has been stored, was 
H.K43 per ton, and as this was the 
‘only expense occurred by the ship- 
ping companies, there wos a margin 
of about 8/6 per ton to be accounted 
for. So far, local trading companies 
hhad been unable to obtain a state- 
ment from the shipping firms as 10 
‘what expenses were covered by this 
“The charges are utterly, 
Feagonablo", the dealer stated, 
with all the other worries which have 
to be faced by local traders during 
these diMeult times they come as a 
bitter blow! 

‘The importer partioularly _em- 
phasized the fact that there was no 
precedent for such charges, and dure 
Ing the Pacifle shipping strike, for 
instance, deviated ‘cargo was. for- 
warded to its destination without 
charge.’ ‘The rates imposed worked 
fas an especial hardship os far as 
metal importers were concerned. 
Plece goods, for instance, wore worth 
far more per ton than iron and steel 
products, " Plece goods might be 
valued at £100 per ton, and metal 
goods at £5 per ton, and yet the 
same rate was charged for both. In 
the case of metal products, the rate 
in some instances amounted to 90 oF 
40 per cont. of the value, whereas in 
higher priced goods the rate would 
only represent a fraction of this 
percentage, 


A Big Loss 
‘Thore were about 20,000 tons ot 
deviated cargo to be landed in Shang- 
hal, the importer continued, and if 
this rate wore still imposed by. the 
China Homeward Freight Conference, 
it would mean a big loss for local 
trading companies. Metal. importers, 
he stated, had already made repre: 
sentations against the rate imposed. 
From shipping sources the “North- 
Ching Daily News" learned that the 
member companies of the China 
Homeward Freight Conference were. 
ot expected to make a profit out of 
the deviated ‘cargo: in fact, there 
would be a toss in some instances 
‘The rate imposed, it was polnted out, 
placed all traders on the same basis, 
and in the opinion of the Conference 
was entirely’ fair under the eireum- 
"The Conference have done their 
vest for the Importers", the “North. 
China Daily News" informant pointed 
out, "and if all are not satisfied, It is 
not’ the fault of the conference. AS 
for the mate “working unfairly for 
‘metal. importers, shipping companies 
find that metal is a far more difieult 
and expensive cargo to handle than, 
say,” plece foods.” : 
The rate, it was ascertained, was 
Iinposed by the committee of the 
China Homeward Freight Conference 
at Hongkong.

906 fires and special calls during the 
year, an increase of 120 on 1936, 

From August 13 (when the local Sino-Japanese hostilities 
commenced) to the early part of November, the Settlement was 
constantly exposed to a most serious menace from fire, undbubtedly 





the gravest in its histo 


‘Hundreds of outbreaks were caused in 


the Settlement by acrial bombardment and shelling throughout 


this period and there existed at all times the possibi 





ity that fires 


would break out in such numbers more or less simultancously in 
different districts, that it would be beyond the power of the 
Brigade to control them; moreover, at various times the Settlement 
was seriously threatened by the huge fires which raged in the 


territory along its boundaries. 


‘There were occasions when the 
entire resources of the Brigade in| 
appliances and personnel were prac 
Heally exhausted, stich as the after- 
noon of August 14, when two catas- 
trophle aerial bombings occurred in 
quick succession at the junctions of 
Nanking Road and The Bund, and 
Yu Ya Ching Road and Avenue Ed-| 
ward VII, at which the combined| 
casualties’ wore estimated at 1,740) 
eilled ond 1,873 injured; the night 
of September 18, when within the 
short space of 4 hours and 4 minutes! 
the Brigade received no less than 
8 calls to extensive fires in the East-| 
ern District which had been caused| 
by aerial incendiary bombs; and on| 
October 14, when air raids and anti-| 
alreraft fire resulted in 6 fire calls: 
and 17 emergency ambulance calls 
‘being received within the short 
space of 1 hour and 42 minutes. 

It Is extremely gratifying to be 
able to report, however, that with 
the oxception of a number of fires 
in the Wayside and Yangtszepoo Dis 
triets on and around August 19. 20

‘The enforced evacuation of Yang 
tszepoo and Hongkew District Gta 
ons, Wayside, Point and» Woosung 
Road Sub-Stations and the  Work- 
shops added considerably to the 
diMlcutties of the situation, it, being 
hecessary to cominission Special 
Units at Central Station to cover the 
Bastern and Northern areas; these 
Units and Machines from Yangtszc~

“The children in the refugees camps, 
the hundreds that swarm around, 
Father Jacquinot, and turn up their 
smiling faces, have already forgotten 
the horrors of war, and are thinking. 
only of the fiture before them”, sald 
Father Jaequinot. 

* We must not forget, he said, that 
this huge country of China with its 
four thousand years of civilization has 
passed through many famines, floods, 
and devastating wars. The wars of

There are 
at the present time about’ 300,000 re- 
fugees in the Shanghai area. In the 
International Settlement there are 
100,000; in the French Concession, 
between 70.000 and 80,000.

POLICE CATCH “PIRATE” 
GANG 


Early Morning Battle Ends 
in Gne Death 





Shanghai was invaded by an armed 
body of about elghty Chinese from 
Pootung carly on February 18, Aftor 
a brief battle with Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police offleers and constables 
irom the Yanglszepoo Station, one 
man was dead, four were wound: 
Jed and 82 suspects had been arrested; 
‘a Japanese naval river patrol Inter 
lbrcught in another 22 men whom they 
reported having captured when they 
trled to flee across the river. 

‘The Chinese were attempting to loot 
a foreign-owned gedown, but un- 
{fortunately for them the police trom 
[Yangtszepoo Station were on spectal 
Jduty that night, another godown In 
that district, reported to be a Customs 
Jwarehouse, ‘having been entered the 
night before. 

‘At about 1.45 am, the police party 
came upon a band of Chinese all 
busily engaged in looting the Ameri- 
‘can Securities Corporation godown, in 
Lane 1362 Yangtszepoo Road, a short 
distance east of the Lay Road Creek, 
‘The godown contained a quantity of 
artigelat silk, 

As soon as they realized that the 
police were closing in on them, the 
robbers attacked, drawing a prompt 
reply from the ‘police, who opened 
fire and wounded five 'men. One of 
the men died shortly afterwards, the 
others, with slight wounds, being sub- 
lsequently taken to the Police Hospital 
jin a Fire Brigade ambulance. 

Police reinforcements arrived al- 
most simultaneously with a patrol 
{rom a Japanese Naval Landing Party 
headquarters not far off, and the com 
bined forces managed to arrest about 
32 suspects, 














Flee to Junks 
The rest of the gang, meanwhile, 
had fled to the creck, where they 
hastily piled into two’ of the thre 
junks in which they had come across 
{from Pootung, and xet off in the dark 
Jn an attempt io get away. Attracted 
by ‘the noise of the battle, however, 
Ja Japanese naval patrol iaunch ar: 
rived on the seene, and chased the 
three junks across ‘the river, finally. 
catehing up with them just’ before 
they reached the opposite shore. 
One of the escaped junks was talcon 
in tow, and brought back to. the 
‘Shanghai side. It is estimated that 
this junk carried about 25 men at the 








time of its capture, but only 22 were 


found to be on beard when the rob- 
bers were taken ashore, ‘The others, 
‘due to the small number of gendarmes 
|making up the patrol, seized the op- 
portunity to jump overboard in the 
darkness and escape by swimming. 
[The seventecn men were handed over 
to the SMP. 


‘At the pross conference on Feb, 
49, “the Japanese spokesman said 
that all three junks were eaptur- 
‘ed. Out of the 25 Chinese on board, 
three eseaped; (wo jumped into the 
river but were “shed out” and tu 
jed over with the others to the S.MJ 
Tn the junks, the Japanese found one 
Kuomintang’ flag and one of the Ta 
|'Tao (Great Way) Government of 
"Pootung. ‘The junks were now being 
held for investigation by the Japanese 
Naval Landing Party, and an attempt 
to trace thelr ownership was beng 
made.

Russian gastronomy has not yet 
been touched upon in these columns, | 
though with the rapid approach of 
‘mastianitsa the subject is of topical 
Interest. Of gastronomy in general, 
the French say: “La gastronomic 
Cest Vart de choisir, dappréter, de 
varier, de présenter les aliments, art 
futile @ tous et quotidien comme Ia 
vie." With this definition Russians} 
Jare quite in agreement. They like 
to eat well and know how to enter- 
{tain the guest at the table. One of 
the best-known fables of “1. A. 
Krylov, the Russian Aesop, is called 
“Dimianov's Fish-Soup” and deals 
ih a guest who, in epteof his 
protests, s0 persistently wi 
the said dish that at last he gathers 
up his belt and hat and flees. from| 
‘the house with all the speed his legs 
‘can muster. No wonder that in 
femigration so many people live 
around the restaurant business; for 
they know that whatever else ‘Rus- 
sans may deny themselves, at least 
fone good meal a day they will never 
forego. 


Exaggeration 


Tt is strange that when 
jsians treat non-Russlans abroad 
they subconsciously fall into| 
‘exaggeration. ‘Thus the custom pre- 
valent in Shanghai of putting the 
zakuska on the table, leaving it 
there indefinitely and continually 
plying hapless guests until the latter 
are unable to touch anything else, 
existed in Russia only among the 
lower classes. In a good home those 
who drank hod ‘of vodka’ 
‘before dinner; and this was really 
“a glass."—two glasses were counted

more than three. ‘This was. a sort 
of ritual, and as part of this subtle

white fish, fresh’ caviar served in tee, 
‘Westphalian ham and something! 
pungent and hot—usually a product! 
Jof the combined inventiveness of an 
Jexperienced cook and an exacting| 
hhost—tickled the. palate delicately. 
One did not stop for long at the 
}zakuska table however, did not even 
sit down at it, but passed on to the 
main table where dinner, differing} 
in no way from dinner in other, 
clvilized countries, was begun. White 
wines were served with fish and red. 
wines with meat, while those_who. 
preferred sherry—as did the Grand 
Duke Nicola! Nicolaeviteh—took that

‘good champagne, it is true, and in 
some houses they complemented the 
zakuska with a glass of cognac in 
place of vodka.

‘Supreme Court Branch

Home Despite War 


‘Two unsung Chinese heroes of the 
Shanghal war have just been dis 
covered by the “Shanghal Mainichi,” 
protecting thelr family in a safely 
barred alley way off "Ward Road, 
Throughout the hostilities in the 
vieinity, the two men stood guard 
over the house and fed nine mouths, 
—two moro than there were when 
exploding bombs signalled the com- 
‘mencement of the holocaust, 

Employed as watchmen at 403 Ward 
Road, the two men, Chen Wang-yang, 
48, and Chen Wang-teh, 40, refused 
to join the panicky multitude that 
streamed past thelr house throughout 
those dreadful mid-August days, With 
shells bursting around and des slowly 
eating their way into the Wayside 
area, the two brothers laid a stock of 
food and securely nailed the gates 10 
‘the lane. * 

‘Then, ‘with stark terror in thelr 
‘hearts, they began a two-month vigil, 
In day-time, Japanese soldiers marched 
cautiously past the Iane and heavy 
jarmoured cars rumbled. by. At night, 
Chinese snipers crept stealthily by, 
towards the burning waterfront area, 
while Chinese shells bit greedily the 
neighbouring houses and’ the pave- 
ment. 

‘As the food supplies began to near 
their end, the wives of the two 
‘brothers bore children, ‘Listening in 
fear to the thunder of uns, and to the 
eries of thelr hungry. brood, the 
women implored the ‘men to’ sock 
safety south of Soochow Creek.

SV.C.—The estimates of ordinary 
expenditure for the S.V.C. as pre 
‘sented totalled $786,950 "or an in- 
ferease over the 1987 Budget figures 
fof $167,980. As the result of various 
Jadjustments made by the Treasurer 
and Controller in agreement with 
the Commandant the estimates were, 
reduced to $099,980 or an increase of 
$81,010 over the 1937 Budget figures. 
For the Volunteer units, the amended 
fstimates showed an’ inerease of 
1824410; for the Russian Detachment, 
the estimates showed an increase of 
/$41,410, the balance being accounted 
for under Stock and Stores. 

Tn the estimates of extraordinary 
lexpenditure for the S.V.C., appropria~ 
ions amounting to $7,000 have been 
Included for improvements at the 
Rifle Range, and $20,450 for Engineers 
stores.

hursday (Feb. 10)-—This morning to the 
coffee at the ‘sual hour, after presse-conter~ 
ing, and whilst there did remarque on the 
‘arrival of an exceedinglie excited deliverer of 
the NCDN to subscribers in the North of] 
the Crique areas, .It did appear that whilst} 
making his rourids, the deliverer hada been|

done lke-wise to one of his delivery-sans? 
‘This eMelency of the Japanese presse is best 
exemplified in my mind by the method used| 
by one prominent Japanese newspaper in] 
connexioun with the arrival of a famous| 
teame of Americkan base-bawlers. The! 
vessel on which the Americkans were travell- 
ing was met while still a few miles from the 
Japanese coaste-line by a small boat, con- 
taining a fetw fotographers anda small basquet, 
‘The latter contained pidgeons, to which were 
subsequently affixed undevelopt rolles of film 
containing pictures taken of the Americkans. 
‘The pidgeons flew into the aire and disap- 
peared. No sooner hadd the gange-planque 
ft the wharf been affixed, then up rusht the| 
Japanese presse-correspondentes, all armed 
with copies of the newspaper which contained. 
pictures of the Americkans all over the front 
page, the self-same pictures which had been| 
taken aboard not long before by, the pidgeon- 


‘equipped fotographers. . 





‘This eventide to the office, it being my

to discover that two Chinese newspapers 
add been bombed, the Americkan-owned 
“Hwa Mei Wan Pao” and the British-owned
